With  the  most  thorough-going  materialism  and  dialec¬ 
tics  and  With  the  ideology  of  coordinating  the  theory  of 
incessant  revolution  with  the  theory  of  htages  of  revolu- 
tlonary  development'  in  Marxism-Leninism,  Comrade  Mao  Tse- 
tung  has  been  able  to  resolve  a  series  of  important  pi’c-  , 
blems  suoh  as  new  democratic  revolution,  sociailst  revolu¬ 
tion,  socialist  reconstruction,  and  transition  toward^  " 
communism. 

Comrade  Mao  Tse-tung*s  writings  form  the  model  of  co¬ 
ordination  between  the  unlvei’sal  truth  of  Marxism-Leninism 
and  the  concrete  practice  of  Chiria’’s  revolution  and  recon¬ 
struction.  Two  of  Comrade  Mao  Tse-tung  s  many  famous 
writings  are  "A  Small  Spark  Can  Start  A  Prairie  Fire  and 
"On  New  Democracy"  which  wore  written  during  the  most  arau- 
o^Js  years  ill  the‘ Chinese  revolution,  thus  arming  the  entire 
party  and  the  broad  mass  of  people  in  China  with  creative  • 
Ma.vxi3t”Lenlnlst  theories  of  revolution. 
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"a  Small  Spark  Qan  Start  A  Prairie  Fire”  was  first 
published  in  January  1930^  Then,  the  general  revolutionary 
situation  in  China  was  in  its  low  ebb»  Following  the  tem¬ 
porary  debacle  of  China's  revolution  in  1927s  counterrevo¬ 
lutionary  forces  became  rampant  in  all  key  cities  in  China, 
unleashing  sanguinary  suppressions  on  the  revolutionary 
forces  which  suffered  serious  blows  and  losses* 

Under  these  cihCumatanoes,  some  of  the  comrades  in  the 
party  were  deceived  by  the  seemingly  formidable  enemy j  they 
became  pessimistic;  doubting  whether  the  new  upsurge  Of  the 
revolution  would  come  soon,  and  questioning  whether  the  red 
revolutionary  flag  could  be  hoisted  permaneutly* 

It  was  therefore  an  extremely  iniportant  task  to  point 
out  to  the  entire  party  and  entire  people  how  to  continue 
to  persist  in  the  revolutionary  stmggleo  At  a  time  when 
the  counterrevolutionary  tide  was  engulfing  the  nation 
and  a  deep  gloom  prevailed.  Comrade  Mao  Tse-tung's  "A 
Small  Spark  Can  Start  A  Prairie  Fire"  correctly  pointed 
out  the  bright  future  of  the  eventual  victory  of  Chinese 
revolution,  thus  prescribing  the  road  to  victory.  It  has 
thixs  stimulated  the  revol-utlonary  resolve  and  affirmed  the 
confidence  of  the  Chinese  people  when  the  revolution  vras  at 
a  most  arduous  and  difficult  stagey 

"On  New  Democracy"  was  published  in  January  19^0,  By 
this  time,  the  Chinese  reyolution  had  entered  into  a 
stalemate  in  the  anti^Ja-pahese  war*  The  object  of  Japanese 
imperialism  being  to  conquer  China,  the  Japanese  stopped 
their  strategic  offensives  in  the  Kuomintang  battle-front 
in  order  to  accelerate  their  seduction  for  China  s  surrender 
by  political  means,  while  their  main  military  force  was 
concentrated  in  the  war  areas  in  the  liberated  areas. 

With  a  view  to  pacifying  Japanese  Imperialism  in  the 
Orient,  the  American  and  British  imperialists  were  inten¬ 
sifying  their  intrigues  to  sacrifice  China  and  to  sell 
her  down  river,  Ghlang  Kai-shek’s  reactionaries,  catering 
to  demands  of  American  and  British  imperialism,  frantically 
launched  antl-Gommunist  and  anti-people  activities. 

Under  the  double  attack  of  foreign  foes  and  domestic 
reactionaries,  our  party  was  confronted  with  a  serious 
st!?ug0l©o  ComradG  M^o  Tso-^tung^s  **0n  Now  Dotnocracy  was 
written  under  these  historic  conditions* 
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In  his  work,  “On  New  Democracy s”  Comrade  Mao  Tse- tuns  lias

With  creailiire  Marxism-Leninism,  Man  Ts'e-tung’s  ideolo^ 
has  armed  the  entire  party  and  entire  people  of  the  nac..on 
to  vindicate  the  successful  development  of  China  s  new 
democratic  revolution.

The  strategy  and  tactics  of  Comrade  Mao  Tse-tung* s 
new  democratic  revolution  had  been  advanced  as  efrl7^back 
as  in  the  period  of  the  first  revolutionary  war  in^ China. 
E‘‘'ep  then.  Comrade  Mao  Tse-tung  was  already  adept  xn 
®pp?yi^  tha  methods  of  olaoo  aoalyslo  In  Marmlom-Loainlsm, 
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the  completion  of  the  new  democratic  revolution. 

In  -crltlotzlng  the  reactionary  tides  of  the  bourgeoisie 
and  the  oppor^tunl St  Ideology  in  the  party,  Comrade  Mao  Tse- 
tung  has  repeatedly  ekplalned ■ that  the  reaspn  why  Chinese  ,  ; 
communists  were  so  actively  pursuing  the  democratic  revo¬ 
lution  was  to  pave  the  way  for  socialism  and  communism. 
Transcending  the  entire  sti^ategy  and  .  tactics  •  of  the  demo¬ 
cratic  revolut Ion  enacted  by  Comrade  Mao  Tse-tung  is  a  red 
line  callirig  for  the  preparation  of  ample  prerequlsltles 
for  socialist  revblutlon  throufidi  the  prbdess  of jdemocratic  -  - 
revolution.  The  history  of  our  party  and  the  history  bf 
the  revolution  and  reconstruction  of  the  Chinese  people 
have  gone  ^through  the  road  mapped  out  by  Comrade  Mao  Tse- 

Modern  China  was  basically  .a  rseml-coionial  and  semi- 
feudal  society  In  which  the  main  contradictions  were 'bet¬ 
ween  imperialism  and  Chinese  nationalism,  and  between 
feudalism  and  bureaucratic  capitalism  on  onepart,  and  the 
Chinese  people  on  the  other.  Consequently,  the  first  task 
of  the  Chinese  revOlutlbn  Is  to  oppose  imperialism,  feud¬ 
alisms,  and  bureaucratic  capitalism;  From  its,  social  , 
characteristic,  such  a  revolution  'stlll  belongs  to  the 
scope  of  bouregols  democratic  revolution. 

However,  this  democratic  revolution  is  no  longer  the 
bid  democracy,  but  it  is  a  kindi?6f  new  democracy o  :  , 

The  new  characteristics  of  this  kind  of  democratic  re-^  ■ 
volution,  can’ be  shown  in  the  following; 

First,  the  leadership  power  of ; new  democratic  revolutions 
belongs  to  the  proletariat,  not  the  bourego isle.  Secondly, 
the  main  Strength  of  this  revolution  is  to  be  found  in  the 
worker-peasant  alliance,  not  In  the  bourgeoisie.  Thirdly, 
this  revolution  forms  a  part  of  the  world  socialist  revo¬ 
lution  of  the  proletariat,  but  net, a  part  of  the  bourgeois, 
world  revolution.  Fourthly,  the  purpose  of  this  reyolution 
is  to  establish  a  people’s  republic  under  the  leadership  of 
the  prbletariat  (through  the  communist  party ).,  with  the 
worker-peasnat  alliance  as  Its  basis;  It  Is  not  to  establish 
a  republic  under  bburgeols  dictatorship. 

The  reason  why  the  change  from  old  democracy  to  new 
democi’acy  has  arisen  In  China’s  democratic  revolution  can

be  traced  to  the  changes  that  have  occurred  in  the  his-' 
toric  period  of  Chinese  revolution*  One  characteristic 
of  the  historic  period  is  that  the  Chinese  revolution  came 
after  the  great  October  revolutioh  when  th©  entire  inter¬ 
national  Situation  was  at  the  transition  from  capitalism 
to  communism^  wlien  socialism  and  socialist  systems  were 
flourishing  exuberantly, , and  when  the  capitalist  system 
was  heading  towa|d  its  acceleraied  demise* 

Thus  pointed  out  Comrade  Mao  pTsO'^tUng^t  The  first 
imperialist  world  war  and  the  first  victory  of  socialism 
in  the  October  revolution  has  altered  the  direction  of  the 
entire  world  history,  and  divided  the  historic  periods  of 
the  World*"  ’ 

Marx  says:  "Revolution  is  the  locomotive  of  history* 
Since  the  October  socialist  revolution  has  changed 
direction  of  the  entire  world  history  and  demarcated  the 
historic  periods  of  the  entire  world,  then  the  question  of 
the  Chinese  revolution  In  this  brand  new  historic  period 
and  in  this  senl-colonlal  and  seml-feudalistlc  society  is 
to  adopt  what  kind  of  attitude  toward  the  revolutionary 
strength  of  the  International  proletariat  and  the  socia¬ 
list  nations*  It  is  also  the  question  of  whether  the  re¬ 
volution  In  these  countries  could  achieve  success, _and^ 

after  achieving  success,  whether  it  could  be  consolldaued. 


In  this  new  historic  period,  the  moribund  Imperialists, 
with  a  view  to  saving  their  own  fate,  have  been,  on  one 
hand,  frantically  suppressing  the  Proletarian^ revolutionary 
movement  In  their  own  countries,  arid  on  the  other,  frantic¬ 
ally  suppressing  the  llberatlon.movement  in  colonies  and 
semi-colonies. 


In  order  to  achieve  this  goal,  the  imperialists 
adopted  the  Ignoble  policy  of  disruption,  hoping  to  dis¬ 
rupt  the  solidarity  among  the  international  proletar..at, 
and  the  solidarity  between  nationalistic  liberation  move-, 
ments  in  colonies  and  semi-colonies  and  international  ^ 
communist  movement,  so  that  they  could  be  destroyed  one  by 
one  separately*  ■ 


In  order  to  achieve  this  goal;  the  imperialisns  have 
also  massively  fostered  the  reactionary  forces  in  colonies 
and  semi-colonies  to  sabotage  the  people  s  ^ 

there,  and  to  enable  themselves  to  squeeze  financial,  mate- 


rial,  and  human  resources  as  well  as  to  convert  these 
colonies  hnd  seml-icolonies  Into  the  most  solid  bases  to 
resist  Ir^ternatlonal  proletarian  revolution. 

Writes  comrade  Mao  Tse^tunss  “in  this  world,  all  im¬ 
perialists,  are  oiiT  enemies.  If  China  is  to  fee  independent i 
we  cannot  Isolate  ourselves  from  the  help  of  socialist 
countries  .^nd  the;  international  ; prplet a3?iat 4  ”  oo 

Historical  development  has  borne  put  ittai  domrade  Mao 
Tse-tuns*8  4ud^ent  jis  completely  coi?racti  In  this  his¬ 
toric  period,  it  will  be  basically  impossible  for. colonial 
and  ssml-Coionial  couixtrles  to  achieve  genuine'; independence 
and  liberation  without  the  support  of  socialist  countries 
and  the  international  proletariat*  * 

The  repercussion  of  this  historic  period  in  which 
capitalism  is  moribund  andj  socialism  flourishes  is  tldc-t 
the  proletariat  in  China  has  become  a  great  and  iridepan- 
dent  political  force.-  Through^the  great  October  revolution, 
the  proletariat  6f "China  acquired  the  ideological  weapon  of 
Marxism-Leninism,  established  their  own  revolutionary  party, 
formulated  a  thoroiighly  anti-imperialist  and  anti-feudal 
revolutionary  prog^^m ,  and  under  proletarian  leadership, 
built  a  firm  workerrpeasant  alliance,  i 

All  of  these  are  iv/hat  the  bourgeois  will  never  have. 

Thus,  Comrade  Mao  TSe-tungx has  pointed  out  clearly- 
"After  the  May  4th  mpvement,;* the  political  leadership  of 
China's  bourgeois  deinocratlc  revolution  belonged  no  longer  ■ 
to  the  Chinese  bourgeolslej  it  belonged  to  the  proletariat. 

After  oreafully  analyzing  the  characteristics  of 
Chinese  society  and  the  characteristics  of  the  revolutionary 
period.  Comrade  Mao  Tse-tung  has  correctly  enacted  the 
strategy  and  tactic  s  of  the  proletariat  in  democ rat ic  re¬ 
volution,  as  well-  as  the  concrete  steps  for  the  realization 
of  socialism  and  communism.  The  most  crucial  point  is  the 
thorough  implement at ion  of  leadership  by  the  prolerlat. 

How  does  the  proletariat  r-eailze  and  consolidat©  its. 
power  for  revolutionary  leadership?^  cT^  basic  question 
lies  in  the  correct  solution  ef  the  peasant  question.  In¬ 
asmuch  as  the  imperialists ^oppressed  the  people  of  China 
through  feudal  influences  and  the  oompradores,  the  peasants 
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have  been  the  most  oppressed : and  exploited.-  Unless  the 
proletariat  depend  on  the  broad  poor  peasants  and  fully 
develop  their  revolutionary  positiveness,  it  would  be  im¬ 
possible  for  them  to  achieve  revoli^tionary  victory*  fhls 
is  th^  most  unique  characteristic  in  the  revolutlb4;,of  ^ 
colony  or  semi-colbnyi  -■ 

Gbmfade  Mao  Tse-tung  has  fully -appraised- the  revolu¬ 
tionary  functions  of  peasants*  He  sayst  /the  peasant 
question  Is  ’‘the  basic  quest ibn  of  Chinese  revolution,  and 
the  strength  of  peasants  forms  the  foremost  strength  of 
revolution,"  "|he  Chinese  revolution  is ■ substantially  a 
peasant  revolution, "  ■  '  T 

In  accordance  with  Comrade  Mao  Tse—ung *3  diagnoses, 
our  party  has  enacted  a  thorough  revolutionary  program  for 
land  reform,  "adopting  the  policy,  of  firmly  relying  upon 
the  political  awareness  and  organizational  strength  of 
peasants,  to  mol^ilize  and  save  themselves,  to  overthrow 
landlords  and  to-;acquire  land,  : and  to  safe-rguard  their 
own  land,"  In  tl^ls  way,  a  firm  alliance  between  workers 
anri  peasants  has  fbeen  established; 

After  correctly  resolving  the  peasant  question  and 
steadfastly  erecting  the  worker-peasant  alliance,  it  has 
thus  bOcome  possible  for  the  party  to  correctly  resolving 
the  question  of  relations  between  the  proletariat  and  the 
national  capitalists,  in  accordance  with  the  concrete 
condition  of  Chlhi  as  a  basically  semi-colonial  and  semi- 
feudal  society,  Comrade  Mao  has  divided  China  s  bourgeoisie 
into  tow  segments’^  '  ' 

One  segment  consists  of  bureaucratic  and  compradors 
capitalists  who  are  the  agents  of  imperialism,  the  allies 
of  feudalism,  and  the  enemie  of /the  people  of  China.  The 
other  segment  consists  of  national  capitalists  who  have 
been  oppressed  and  squeezed  by  Imperialism,  feudalism, 
and  the  bureaucratic  and  compradors  capitalists.  They 
advocate  the  independent  development  of  national  economy, 
and  have  the  possibility  of  participating  in  the  revolution 
or  maintaining  a  neutral  stand./  By  making  this  distinction 
for  the  capitalists.  Comrade  Mao  Tse-tuhg  has  therefore 
laid  the  theoretical  foundation  ;of  Marxism  in  enacting 
the  party’s  policy  toward  the  bourgeoisie. 
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Ootnrade  Mao  ;|?ee-tung  has  also  analyzed  the  dual  char¬ 
acters  of  the  national  capltalist's—revolutlonary  and  re- 
actlohai*y.  The  history  of  Chinese  revolution  has  proven 
that  the  national  capitalists  of  a  semi-colonial  and 
colonial  country  have  the  penchant  for  anti -imperial ism. 

In  the  meantime,  they  are  also  frau^t  with  wavering,  com- 
prbilse,  and  they  lack  thoroughness.

Where  the  count errevolutlonaj:*y/ force  is  relatively 
strong,  and  the  .people's  revolutionary  strength  force  to 
cope  with  the  commop.  enemy*  However,  dreading  the  counter¬ 
revolutionary  fOPce  and  sceptical  of  the  strength  of  the 
people,  they  will  shoW  gheat  wavering* ■ 

When  the  strength  of  the  revolution  grows* and  Counter¬ 
revolutionary  influence  becomes  mdribuhd,  they  will  become 
afraid  of  the  strength  of  thb  people,  and  hope  to  com¬ 
promise  with  counterrevolution,  thus  betraying  their  re- 
actlonarism  and  lack  of  thOroughnesa* 

Herein,  it  is  probably  not  without  significance  to 
recall  briefly  the  relations  between  the  proletariat  and 
the  bourgeoisie  during  the  process  of  revolutionary  deve¬ 
lopment.  Duripg  the  first  internecine  revolutionary  war 
period  from  1924  to  1927,  collaboration  was  carried  out 
between  the  Chinese  Communist  Party  and  the  Kuomintang 
under  Sun  Yat-sep's  leadership,  thus  establishing  a  united 
front  between  p^letarlat  emd  bourgeoisie. 

The  leftist  progressive  force  of  the  national  bour¬ 
geoisie  which  have  Joined  this  revolutionary  united  front, 
with  Sim  Yat-sen  as  their  •repreBentatlve,'  and  based  on 
the  experience  of  protrseted  revolution,  accepted  the  pro¬ 
posal  of  the  OOP  to  change  the  old  Three  People's  Prin¬ 
ciple  (San-mln  iehu-1)  into  the  new  Three  People's  Prin¬ 
ciples  of  alignment  with  the  Soviet  Union,  collaboration 
with  the  Communists,  and  fostering  of  workers  and  peasants. 
It  also  calls  for  the  change  of  the  program  of  a  bourgeois 
republic  into  that  of  a  people's  republic,  in  order  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  new  epoch* 

Chiang  Kai-shek,  who  represented  the  right  wing  of  the 
national  bourgeoisie.  Joined  this  revolutionary  united 
front  in  order  to  utilize  the  strength  of  workers  and  pea¬ 
sants,  the  strength  of  the  CCP^  and  the  strength  of  the 
socialist  Soviet  Union  to  usurp  the  fruits  of  revolution.

The  history  of  the  protracted  struggle  of  the  Chinese

In  dealing  with  such  hatibnSl  bourgeoisie,  one  of  the 
tasks  for  thfe  proletariat  is  not  oyerlbpk  their  revolu¬ 
tionary  character,  and  On  the  bSsls  of  the  yprker-peasant 
alliance,  to  form  a  united  front  with  them'  in  pushing  the 
anti-imperialist  struggle,  !  t  ^  . 

Another  facet  of  the  task  is  that  at  no  time  should 
the  compromising,  wavering,  and  reactionary  characters  of 
the  national  bourgeoisie  |?e  forgotten,  arid  so  a  struggle 
involving  timely  arid  necessary  criticism  must  be  launched. 

Comrade  Mao  Ts Strung  h^S  Synth® sized  his  policy  toward 
the  national  bourgeoisie  ns  orie  of  alignment  while 
struggling.  To  align,  on|  must  persist  in  the  stand  of 
the  proletariat,  arid  struggle  is  also  for  the  sake  Of 
alignment,  so  as  tO  cope  lwlth  the  Common  enemy  of  imperi- 
alsim  and  to  strive  for  national  independence  and  the

Similarly,  it  seems  impossible  also  for  the  ''leftist'*  , 
opportunists  to  see  the  difference  between  ccmpradore-  • 
bureaucratic  capitalists  and  national  capitalists  in  the 
bourgeoisieo  Nor  can  they  see  that  In  the  national  bour¬ 
geoisie,  there  Is  a  certain  degree  of  revolutionary  char¬ 
acter  at  a  certain  stage* 

Naturally,  they;  will: not  try  to ! analyze  that  there  are 
three  kinds  of -political ; influence  In  the  national  bonr- 
geolsle,  namely:  left,  middle,  and, right,  and  that  It  is 
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possible  to  align  the  majority  and  isolate  the!  minority. 

Nor  will  they  analyze  the  conflicts  arid  differences  among 
compradore  capitalists  wlao  work  for  different  imperiailsts, 
and  whan  tho  ©nociiss  of  tli©  nation  ^a3?8  ontrsnchGd  in  our 
territory,  it  is  hecessary  to  give  differential  treatment, 
in  order  to  expand  the  li^fluence  of  the  camp  Of  the  national 
revolution,  and  to  Curb  1ihe‘  influence  of  the  counterrevolu¬ 
tionary  camp.'-  V-'e  ' 

Conseduently,  they  adVoCate  the  ellmlpatioh  of  all  • 
bourgeoisie  during  the  democratic  revolution,  and  consider 
the  middle  as  their  principal  target  Of  daaaiilt.  This  is 
merely  struggle,  vrithOut ,  allgn^iient,  a,nd 'its  effect  ls  to  , 
prevent  the  achievement  of  revolutionary  victory. 

In  his  struggle  eJgainst  the  ’flefttst"  and  rightist  _ 
opportunists,  Comrade  MaOTse—tung  has  solidified  the  entire 
party  and  entire  people,  insisted  ? in -^the  revolutionary^ 
tactic  of  alignment  while  struggling  vis  a  vis  the  nat.ucnal 

bourgeoisie,  developed  Marxlsm-^Lenlnism,  and  implemented

The  experience  from  history  has  borne  out  that  the  new 
democratic  revolution  must:  have  the  leadership  of  the  pro^ 
letarlat;  it  must  be  based;  on  worker-peasant  alliance j  and 
it  must  align  all  available  strength,  before  it  can; de¬ 
feat  the  enemy,  push  the  niitlonal  deiriocratic  revolution 
to  its  end,  thus  opening  the  way  for  socialist  revolution. 
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Since  the  new  democratic  revolution  is  the  first  re¬ 
volutionary  stage  which  the  Chinese  revolution  must  under¬ 
go,  it  is  only  by  consummating  it  first  before  we  can_ 
further  realize  the  socialist  revolution.  ;  Consequently , 
the  question  of  what  3?oad  to  take  in  order  to  secure  a 
nationwide  victory  becomes  a  question  of  foremost  impor¬ 
tance  in  the  general  line  of  the  new  democrat Ic  revolution. 

The  revolution  cannot  be  pushed  unless  we  understand 

the  question.  To  correctly  resolve  this  question,  it  is

Consequently *^;d:t  hae  heooEie;^  Important  pherhotenistlc 
of  the  cklnese  revolution  ** to  use  armefl  reyolutlon  to 
oppose  armed  count errevolut Ion,  ■,  ,.and  to  use  the,  rUral^ 
villages  under  armed  revolution. , to  he  siege  and  finally 
to  capture  the  cities  oohhpled -by  the  counterrevolution. 

For  a  long  time,  however,  this  important  ohanacterls- 
tic  has  been  misunderstood  by  all  opportunists «  .They 
Ignore  the  adtual 'conditions  of  Chinese  revolution,  but 

Insist  In  adhering  to  the  formula  which  says  that  first, 
long-term  legitimate  struggle  should  be  conducted  in 
cities  to  win  over  the  mass,  and  £hen,  With  the  metro¬ 
politan  cities  as  centers,  armed  uprising  be  waged  to 
seize  national  power. 

Consequently,  when  it  becomes  impossible  for  the  re¬ 
volution  to  acore- victory.  In  large  oities,  the  opportun¬ 
ists  still :  insist  In  their;  theory  of  m^lng  cities  as  _  , 

centers ,  thus  causing  unnecessary  damage  to  .the  revolution* 

There  are  still  others  who  develop  pessimism,  doubt 
whether  the  red  flag  of  revolution  can  be  raised  even¬ 
tually,  and  question  whether  the  revolutionary  strength 
will  become  formidable.  They  do  hot  belleye  that  the 
correct  road  of  Comrade  Mao  which  calls  for  the  surround¬ 
ing  and  capture  of  cities  by  the  i*e volutionary  afmed 
villages  can  eventually  attain  nationwide  victory. 
sequently*  they  fail  to  envision  the  prospect  of  revolu- 
tiohary  victory  and  fall  to  take  'this  correct  road  to 
victory. '  .'v: 

Completely  In  contrast  With  this  attitude.  Comrade 
Mao  Tse-tung  has  seem  most  clearly  the  eventual  victory 
of  the  Chinese  revolution,,  and  has  .had  the  clearest  under¬ 
standing  of  this  road  to  victory.  To  elucidate  the  pro¬ 
spect  of  the  eventual  victory  of  this  revolution  theore¬ 
tically,  he  has  written  "A  Small  Spark  Can  Start  A  Prairie 
Fire.” 


In  this  treatise,  Conil:*ade  Mao  Tse-tung  creatively  - 
applies  the  method  class  analysis  Ih- mrxism-Lenlnlsm  to 
analyse  the  trends  of  development  of  all  contradictions 
In  Chinese  society  conducive  to  revolution#  He  also 
analysed  the  tendencies  of  opposing  arid  relative  growth  v; 
and  diminishing  of  revslutipnary  strerigth  iand  the  strength 
of  'counterrievolvitlori.  '' 

In  this  Way,  he  pdihtS  Out  that  ''Chlna^^to  ftill  of  dry  ; 
wood  which  soon  combusi  to  form  a  dottflagrat Ion;  that 
the  upsurge  of  the  tide  of  anti-imperialist  and  antl- 
feudai  revolution  is  bound  to  oOme;  thst  China  s  revolu¬ 
tionary  strength'  has  not  only  the  posslbliity  of 
lopmerit,  but  it  has  the  eventuality -of  development;  -hus 
teaching  his  comrade  that  While  '8%f ategioally  they  must 
despise  their  advehsanies,  ye^  tactically*  they  must 
esteem  them,  , 

Thereafter,  In  each  crucial  change  of  the  revolutionary 
struggle.  Comrade  Mao  Tse-tung  has  used  this  vlewpolnu 
of  revolutionary  dialectics  and  this  great  spirit  of  com¬ 
munism  to  teach  members  of  the  party  and  the  broad  mass 
of  the  peop].e» 

It  Is  necessary  to  despise  the  enemy  strategically, 
because  any  revolutionary  may  be  seemingly  strong,  but 
actually  is  weak  and  corrupt,  arid  he  will  be  annlhllaued 
by  the  strength  of  the  people#  The  proletarian  revolu¬ 
tionists  should  deeply  uhd erst arid  this  historic _ law  ia 
order  to  bolster  the  morale  of  the  people,  and  to  under¬ 
mine  the  prestige  of  their  enemies. 

In  the  meantime,  tactically,  we  must  esteem  the  enemy , 
so  that  we  can  smash  them  one  by  one,  and  x«tn  the  v_ctory* 

Inasmuch  as  there  is  the  social  prerequisite  for  the^ 
victory  of  Chinese  revolution,  a  more  Important  question 
is  the  correct  solution  of  the  road  to  victory.  Comrade 
Mao  Tse-tung  points  out  that,  the  only  correct  „ 

the  victory  of  the  Chinese  revolution  is  to  send  the  van¬ 
guards  of  the  proletariat  to  rural  villages  to  mobilize

China  is  a  semi-colouial  and  seml-feudal  society  in  which 
many  imperialist  couhti^ies  viewed  eaOh  other  for  domina¬ 
tion.

Pirst,  being  semi-cblohial  a,nd  semi-feudal,  Ghina*s  : 
edonomic  development  is  most  unbalanced  (lacking  a  uni¬ 
fied  capitalist  •bdonomy).:  Qn  ope  hand*  there  are  a  few 
large  cities  witii  mbdern  industries,  and^  b^^^^^  Other,  there 
are  brOad  rupai  villages  whiOh  are  economically  backward • 

While  these  indiistriai  cities  depend  on  rural  viliageo 
for  their  sustenance ,  the ’latter  can  exist  independently 
separated  from  citiesSf  .  repercussion  of 

this  kind  of  economy  is  that  while  it  is  possible  for 
the  counterrevolution  to  set  up  comparatively  powerful 
rule  in  cities,  in  the  isroad  rural  villages,  it  is  im- 
poasible^  '  Although  'temporarily ,■  the,  .revclut lohary 
strength  cannot  be  developed  massively  In  urban  areas, 
in  rmral  areas,  it  pan  be  forged  tremendously. 

Secondly, ' in  this  semi -oolOnlal  and  .semi-feudal  , 

China,  the  conflicts  between  the  reactionary  ruling 
classes  have  grown  dally,  while  wars  betwesn  the  reac¬ 
tionary  .ruling  ciassfS  have'  also  multiplied.  ^ 
tradlctlpha  can  also  Jbe  •utilised  by.  the  revolution. 

Thirdly,  peasants  are  fraught  with  Strong  revolu¬ 
tionary  demands  and  perseverance.  This  constitutes  the 
most  extehslve  mass  basis  for  the  proietShiat  to  unleash 
revOlutlbha^  struggies  in  rural  villages. 

All  these  charaoterlstics  bespeak  of  the  two  facets  of 
the  Chinese  revolution,  namely j  on  one  hand,  it  will  be 
impossible  tO  launch  a  Simultaneous  revolution  in  all  . 
parts  Of  China,  and  on  the  other,  it  may  be  possible 
to  mobilize 'revolution  in  certain  parts  first,  and  after 
victory  is  achieved,  to  push,  it  into  another  ai*ea. 

While  it  is  Impossible  for  the  Chinese  revolution 
to  succeed  first  . in  big  cities,  yet  It  w.iil  score  vic¬ 
tories  in  rural  villages.  Moreover,  while  it  is  impos¬ 
sible  for  the  revolution  to  undergo  a  long'perlof  of 
legitmate  struggle  in  cities,  and  then  to  embark  on  an 
armed  uprising,  .  nevertheless ,  a  protracted  armed  struggle 
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Iri  rural  areas  inay  take  plade,  to  mobilize  the  mass  for 
land  revolution,  to  develop  and  expand  the  revolutionary 
bsLstions,  and  to  build  a  revolutionary  army  which  is 
wholeheartedly  devoted  to  the  people  and  will  push  the 
impact  of  revolution  into  the  ehtlrs  country,  develop 
revolutionary  streng^thi  4ud  eventually  win  a  nationwide 
victory. 

consequently  ,  it  is  poifhted  out  by  Comhade  kao  ^ 
tung  that  the  establishment  and  deyelppiaeht  of  armed  re- 
volutiohary  bastions  in  rural  viilagss  is  “the  highest 
pattern  of  peasant  struggle  under  pholetai^ian  leadership 
in  a  China  that  is  semi-colonial  and  Seini-feud^ji”  and 
it  is  also  the  most  important  factor  in  accelerating  the 
high  tide  of  revolution  throughout  the  country,'' 

It  is  only  so  that  we  ceui  establish  the  faith  of  the 
revolutionary  mass  of  the  nation,  like  the  Soviet  Union 
is  to  the  entlrd  world. 

It  is  only  so  that  we  can  deal  great  hardships  to  the 
reactionary  ruling  class,  ; shake  their  foundations,  and 
accelerate  their  internal  disintegrationo 

It  is  only  so  that  we  cah  correctly  create  the  red 
army  to  form  the  principal  instrument  of  the  great  re¬ 
volution  in  future.  In  geperal,  it  is  only  so  that  we 
can  enhance  the  hl^  tide  hf  revolution." 

The  great  ideology  of  Cbmrade  Mao'  Tse-tung  whleh  has 
guided  the  democratic  revolution  of  China  to  its  vic¬ 
tory  is  an  armed  revolution  with  its  own  bastions  and 
its  continuous  march  fcrv/ard  from  one  front  to  another. 

In  rural  revolutionary  bastions,  a  revolutionary  regime 
under  proletarian  leadership  and  a  formidable  revolu¬ 
tionary  army  have  been  established. 

The  revolutionary  posltiveness  and  revolutionary  or¬ 
ganizational  spirit  of  the  broad  poor  peasants  have  been 
gradually  raised  to  be  on  a  par  with  the  revolutionary 
proletariat.

Consequently i  they  aff'erded  iong  ahd  repeatod  practices 
in  the  work  Of  reconstruction  after  the  revolution  has

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  pew ‘democratic  revolution 
has  been  launched  under  prOietaRi an  leadership,  it  is 
therefore  an  inevitable  law  of  history  that  this  revolu- 
t ion  should  develop  into  the  socialist  Revolution. 

Comrade  Mab  Tse-tung  has- dw^eiled' Repeatedly  on  the  ' 
objective  law  of  the  poaalbliity  of  China* S  new  demo¬ 
cratic  revolution  changing  into  socialist  revolution.. 

He' points  oUt  that  the  democRatic  Rbvolutipn  and  the 
socialist  revolution  form  two  revclutionary  processes  of 
a  different  nature.  He  points  out  that  dembcratlcVR©* 
volution  is  the  neoeSsary  preparatlbh  for" sbcialiat;  re¬ 
volution,  while  socialist  revolutibn  is  the  Inevitable 
tendenby  of  democratic  revolution.  He  points  out  that 
these  two  revolutionary  stages  should  be  linked  together, 
thus  it  would  be .  impossible  to^.permit  the  intrusion  of  a 
stage  of  petty  bourgeois  dictatorship p 

It  is  Only  by  correctly, Realizing  the  difference  be¬ 
tween  democratic  revolution  and  soC lalist  revolution i  and 
at  the  same  time,  realizing  the  Reiatlohs  between  these 
two,  that  we  can  cbRreCtiy  guide  China's  revolution.  The 
history  of  our  party  is  replete  with  this  trulsmi 


During  the  process  of  democratic  revolution,  there  are 
rightist  opportunists  ip  our  party  who  set  up  a  "great 
wall"  to  separate  demodpatic  revolution  from  socialist 
revolution,  thus  denying  the  Marxlst-Lenlnist  theory 
of  Incessant  revolution  atid  ignoring  .the  trend  of  change 
from  democratic  revolution  to  socialist  revolution*  It 
is  their  opinion  thd'l  jiemocratic  revolution  is  a  phase 
of  the  bourgeoisie,  and  its  success  denotes  the  victory 
of  the  bougeoisie*  ’  .t  - 

Consequently,  they  advocate  that  43,1  ttie  work  Of  demo¬ 
cratic  revolution  should  tje  .entrusted  to  political  par** 
ties  of  the  old  bourgeoisie.  It  is  not  until  after  the 
bourgeois  republic  has  been  established  and  the  capitalist 
economy  has  developed  further  that  the  prletariat  will 
come  out  to  overthrow  the  bourgeois  republic  to  establish 
proletarian  dictatorshii)  and  10  realize  socialism.  This 
is  then  the  theory  of  second  revolution. 

This  "the0j.»y  of  second  revolution"  on  the  part  of 
rightist  oppourtunlsts  dsnies  the  revolutionary  leadership 
of  the  proletariat.  It'^also  denies  the  role  of  the  pro¬ 
letariat  in  aligning  with  the  broad  mass  to  seize  politi¬ 
cal  power  in  dempcratic 'revolution,  thus  directly  for¬ 
feiting  the  future  of  socialist  revolution  and  rejecting 
the  Marxist-Leninlst  theory  of  .incessant  revolution.  The 
result  of  this  is  to  abapdon  the  leadership  power  of  the 
proletariat,  and  it  will;- be  impossible  even  to  achieve  the 
victory  of  democratic  rayolutloh. 

There  are  "leftist"  opportunists  in  the  party  who  con¬ 
fuse  the  differences  between  democratic  revolution  and 
socialist  revolution.  They  deny  the  Marxist-Leninlst 
theory  of  stages  of  revolutionary  development,  and  cannot 
see  that  it  is  only  by  consummating  the  tasks  of  demo¬ 
cratic  revolution,  that  this  fevclution  can  be  developed 
into  socialist  revolution. 

They  may  perhaps  see  in  the  initial  victory';  of  demo¬ 
cratic  revolution  in  one  province  or  several  provinces 
as  the  beginning  of  the  practice  of  spciailst  revolution 
already,  or  they  may  deem  thht  it  is  bn  the  basis  of  im¬ 
plementing  socialism  that  the  rule  of ; Imperialism  and  its 
lackeys— the  Kuomintang  reactionaries.  In  China  can  be 
overthrown,  . 
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This  view  of  consummating  democratic  revolution  on 
the  premise  of  socialism  which  is  held  by  "leftist'' 
opportunists  directly  denies  the  feasibility  of  the  vie- 
tory  of  democratic ;revolutlon.  Without  the  nationwide 
victory  of  democratic  revolution,  and  in  the  absence  of 
revolutionary  go vel-nmeht  on  a  nationwide  scope,  it  will  be 
impossible  to  prodx^Ce  a  revolutionary  change.  Oonsoquently, 
this  view;  of  the  ''leftist"  opportunists  IS j  in  effect i 
denying  the  feasibility  of  Socialist  revolution* 

Contrary  to  both  the  right  and  the  "left"  opportunists. 
Comrade  Mao  Tsje-tuhg  has  "on  one  hand;,  practiced  the 
Marxlst-Leninlst  theory  of  stages  of  revolutionary  deve¬ 
lopment,  thus  clearly. distinguishing  the  revolutionary 
tasks  of  demOoratlc  revolution  toil  socialist  revolution, 
and  on  the  other  hahd,  practice^  the  Ma,rxist-Leninist 
theory  of  incessant' revolution,  blosely  linking  these 
two  revolutions;  together*".

ruption." 

The  fact,  that  Comrade  Mao  Tse-tung  has :  creatively 
applied  and  deyeloped  the  Marxist-Leninist  theory  of 
incessant  revolution  and  theory  of  stages  of  revolutionary 
development  is  bee Suae  he  haS  made  a  oohClse  and  scienti¬ 
fic  analysis  of  the,  comparative  strength  of  various  poli¬ 
tical  forces  of  China,  both  Internally  and  externally. 

■  Internationally,  the  new  democratic  revolution  in  China 
forms  a  part  of  the  proletarian  Socialist  world  revolution 
which  is  now  flourishing  exuberantly.  Moreover,  the  ,  ; 

socialist  system  has  been  established  and  oonaolidated 
in  the  Soviet  Union,  while  the  influence  of  imperialism 
is  heading  toward  its  accelerated  withering  and  death. 

These  are  favorable  conditions  to  the  transition  of  demo¬ 
cratic  revolution  into  aooiallat  revolution  in  China., 

pomestloally,  the  political  leadership  of  new  demo¬ 
cratic  revolution  is  exercised  by  the  communist  party ; 
its  guiding  ideolcgy  is  ;MarxiSmrI,eniniBm;  its  principal 
class  strengti:^  la  .  founded  ph  the  worker-peasant  alliance. 
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The  political  power  of  heVr  democratic  revolution  is  the 
people’s  dembcratic  dlctatprShip  under  the  leadership  of 
the  working  class  8  Following  its  victory,  hureauci'atio  . 
capital,  which  dominated  China’s  national  economy,  has  ' 
been  confiscated  under  the  ownership  of  the  entire  people, 
Alt  of  these  are  socialist  factors  which  furnish  favorable 
pn^Pequi sites  for  changing  new  democratic  Revolution  to 
Socialist  revolution. 

Consequently,  Comrade  Mao  Tse^tung  writes :  "Because 
they  are  under  the  leadership  of  the  pRoletariat,  there 
are  factors  of  socialism  in  thd  politics,  economy,  and 
culture  of  new  democracy.  These  are  hot  ordinary  fac- 
tors,  but  ones  with  decisive  functions c "  The  decisive 
function  mentioned  by  Comrade  ifeo  Tse-tung  Implies  that 
it  decides  the  future  of  the  revolution. 

Herein,  Comrade  Mao  Tse-tung  has  correctly  resolved 
the  entire  guiding  ideology  of  the  Chinese  revolution— 
the  question  of  relations  between  the  system  of  communist 
ideology  and  the  programs,  strategy,  and  lines  in  vari¬ 
ous  stages  of  Chinese  revolutiono  He  has  also  resolved 
the  question  of  relations  between  the  theory  of  incessant 
revolution  and  the  theory  of  stages  of  revolutionary  de¬ 
velopment# 

As  an  Ideological  system,  Communism  serves  as  the 
gudlng  Ideology  for  new  democratic  revolution;  it  la  also 
the  guiding  ideology  for  socialist  revolution. 

From  this  premise,  it  will  be  seen  that  during  the 
stage  of  new  democratic  revolution,  our  party  and  Comrade 
Mao  Tse-tung  have  never  abandoned  the  banner  of -communism, 
nor  have  they  concealed  their  eoDimunlst  world  outlook# 
Contrarlly,  they  have  extensively  propagaged  the  ideo¬ 
logical  system  of  communism  and  the  revolutionary  theories 
of  Marxism-Leninism#  They  have  oontinously  expanded  the 
ideological  front  of  Marxism-Leninism,  applying  the 
Marxist-Leninist  ideological  system  as  our  theoretical

As  a  social  system,  communism  forms  the  highest  Ideal 
of  us  communists,  and  after  undergoing  various  historic 
stages  of  revolution  and  reconstruction  and  when  condi¬ 
tions  mature,  communism  will  be  realized  finally.  How- 
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ever,  during  th6  new  democrat  lb  revolutloii  when  the  con¬ 
ditions  foi*  communism'  are  not  yet  ripe,  the  progi'am  and 
general  llhe  bif  the  paHyJ  should  iiaturally  he  different 
from  the'  socialist.  '  r 

This  Is  to  enable  the  mobilization  of  the  mase  to  ' 
focus  theli*  ebei'gy  to  consummate  the  main  thsk  In  a 
particular  stage  of  i^evblution,  thus  breatlng  the  condlf 
tlp^c  for  the  revolution  to  trahscend  Into  another  stage jj 
This  is  also  to  enable  the  revolution  tb  foffee  from 
strength  to  strength,  to  transcend  from  one  stage  to  a 
higher  stage,  thus  forming  an  Ihbessant  i*eyolutlohary 
process,  which  Is  also  in  keeping  with  the  gradual  process 
of  spec  If  lb  developmental  stages  c  , 

Consequently,  the  difference  between  new  democratic 
revolution  and  socialist  revblutioh  Is  that  between  them 
the  programs  and  policy  lines  are' dlffereht*  There  is  also 
difference  in  their  tasks,  motive  force,' Shd  objects^ 

The  link  between  these  two  Is  that  the  core  of  leadership 
in  these  two  revolutions  Is  the  communist  party,  while 
their  guiding  Ideology  Is  the  ideology  system  of  communism. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  Internallyi'- ^ there  are  soc  la-  " 
list  factors  In  a  new  democratic  revolution  which  exercsxse 

leadership  and  deb  is  Ive  functions,  and  externally ,  l-b  ^has' 
the  help  of  powerful'  sob lallst  countries,  I'll  is  therefore  ^ 
not  only  Completely "possible  for  it  to  turn  into  a  sob ia- 
list- revolution,  but  it  is  also  an  inevitable  law  of  re¬ 
volutionary  development. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  'the  leadership  core  of -bbth. 
now  <3.61210 c ratio  revplutiou  and  scci^allst  i’^ovolution  is  the  - 

communist  party  and  the  cbmmUnlst  ideological  system  - 
forms  their  guiding  ideology ,  it  Is  therefore  the  basic 

guarantee  for  incessant  revolution  and  for  developing 

new  democratic  revolution  Into  Sobiaiist  1f*evblution  by 
consolidating  the  leadership  of  the  proletariat  and -by  * 
expanding  ideological  front  of  Marxism-Leninism. 

The  baslb  qUestionof  a  revolution  Is  the  question  of  _ 
political  power.  Thus,  before  political  power^ is, garnered, 
the  leadership  of  the  proletariat  must  be  reaxi zed.  Alter 
pclltlcal  power  hab  bean  obtained,  it  is  also  necessary 
to  exercise  the  leadership  of  the  proletariat  in  order  to 
push  revolution  to -Its  end,  from  one  ^victory  to  another. 
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It  is  well  known  that  during "the  stage  of  democratic 
revolution,  there  can  he  ho  success  of  the  revolution  if 
the  proletariat  refrain  f^bm  alining  themselves  with  the 
broad  people  to  seize .poliiidai  power.  After  seizing  the 
power,  it  is  still  heoeeadt^  to  firmly  grasp  it,  without 
which  the  victory  of  demoBhatio  revolution  cahnot  be  con¬ 
solidated,  nor  will  it  be  possible  to  ch^-i^S®  It  to  a 
socialist  revolution*  L 

Consequently,  it  has  been  repeatedly  explained  by 
Comrade  Mao  Tse-tung  that  the  political  power  ip  be  estab¬ 
lished  by  the  new  demopratic  revolution  inust  be  a  people  ^s 
democratic  dlctatofshlp  led  by  the  proletariate 

Later  on,  he  has  further  stressed  that  "summing  up 
pur  expedience  and  focusing  it  to  one  points  this  is  the 
people^s  democratic  dictatorship  led  by  the  working  class 
(through  the  commimlst  pariy)  and  based  on  the  worker- 
peasant  alliance," 

Ignorant  of  the  important  significance  of  the  holding 
of  political  power  by  working  class  through  the  communist 
party,  the  rightist  opportunists  advocate  that  in  the 
democratic  revolution,  the  ?pommunist  party  must  not  estab¬ 
lish  its  own  leadership  in  fetate  pov/er,  nor  should  it 
establish  such  leadership  ip  &  socialist  revolution. 

This  rightist  opportunist  \|iew  is  thoroughly  contrary  to 
Marxism-Leninism.  ^ 

It  has  been  borne  out  by  history  that  without  the 
leadership  of  the  communist  party  and  its  people’s  demo¬ 
cratic  dictatorship,  it  woUjld  have  been  impossible  to 
overthrow  the  monolithic  dlptatprshlp  of  the  Kuomintang 
reactionaries,  to  destroy  tjae  rule  of  the  three  great 
enemies  and  suppress  the  rebellion  of  these  enemies,  there¬ 
by  pushing  democratic  revolution  to  its  end. 

Nor  would  it  have  been  possible  to  undertake  the 
struggle  of  socialist  revolution,  to  overthrow  the 
capitalist  system,  eliminate  classes,  and  pursue  socia¬ 
list  revolution  to  its  end.  Nor  is  it  possible  to  build 
a  strong  socialist  new  China,  and  to  create  a  new  heaven 
for  communism  in  the  future. 

Consequently,  all  genuine  Marxists  have  considered  the 
exercise  of  leadership  by  communist  party  and  the  dictator- 


Ship  by  the  proletariat  as  the  main  instrument  for  socia¬ 
list  revolution  and  socialist  reconstruction* 

Creatively  applying  the  Markist-Leninist  theory  of  ' 
incessant  revolution  and  theory  of  stages  of  revolutionary 
development.  Comrade  Mswi  Tse^tung  has,  as  soon  as  the  time 
for  revolution  became  bpportxme,  led  the  entire  party 
army ,  and  people  to  thoPoui^ly  smash  the  reactionary  rule 
of  the  Kuoniitttalig,  thereby  estafellehing  the  People  s  ' 
Republic  of  China  which  is  substantially  a  dictatorship' 
of  the  proletariat*  He  has  thus  Opened  a  broad  road  for 
the  launching’  Of  socialist  reooiutioni  soc ialiat  reoon- 
str*uction,  and  for  transition  of  China’ toward  communism*' 

With  a  view  to  forging  the  progress  of  revolution,  Com¬ 
rade  Mao  Tse-tung  has,  on  the  eve  of  the  nationwide  vic¬ 
tory  of  the  revolUtiOhi  pointed  out  to  the  entire  party 
that  following  the  victory the  principal  conflict  between 
the  Chinese  people  and  iandlOrda  and  bureaucratic-capi¬ 
talists'  will  be  replaced  by  the  conflict  between  working 
class  and  bourgeoiSlej  that  Is',  a  conflict' between  soc la- 
lism;  and  capitalism.  In  the  meant ime,.  he  has  prescribed 
a  series  of  basic  'policies  to  resOlve  this  principal  con¬ 
flict.

Consequently,  when  the  People *s  Republic  of  China  was 
Inaugurated,  oUr  party  immediately  and  smoothly  realized  : 
the  changes  from  democratic  revolution' to  socialist  re¬ 
volution.  Although  during  the  first  three  years  since 
the  establishment  of  the  Chinese.  Pepple^s  Republic  it  . 
has  been  necessary  for  our  party  to  complete  social  re¬ 
forms  left  over  by  the  democratic  revolution  (principally^ 
land  reform  and  suppression  of  countrrevolutlonarleo)),  to 
heal  the  wounds  of  war  and  rehabilitate  national  economy, 
and  coordinating  with  the  resist-Amerlca  aid-Eorea  move¬ 
ment,  to  strengthen  our  national  defense,  heverthelesSj 
our  party  has  taken  over  and  confiscated  imperialist  and 
bureaucratic  capitalist  enterprises,  set  up  massive  so-  ■ 
ciallst  state  economy,  and  throiigh  the  three-anti  and- 
five-anti  movements,  oohSOlldated  the  leadership  of  state 
economy  in  national  economy. 

On  the  basis  of  land  reform,  our  party  has  led  the 
broad  peasant  mass  to  embark  On  the  road  of  agricultural 
ccoperativizatlon.  On  the  basis  of  giving  the  leader¬ 
ship  to  socialist  national  economy,  our  party  has  induced 
private  capitalist  enterprises  to  develop  along  the  line

of  the  state  capitalism,  so  thit  the  revolution  would 
forse  ahead  continuSusly, 

At  year  end  1952  ^  dpmrado  MaO  Tseiitung  has  further 
enacted  for  the  party  the  general  line  of  simultaneously 
undertaking  socialist  ^Isfblutlon  and  socialist; preconstruc¬ 
tion  duhing  the  period  "of  transition^  ThiO  entails  the 
gradual  realization  by  the  state  of  socialist  transforma¬ 
tion  in  agriculture,  handicraft,  and  capitalist  industry 
and  commerce,  as  well  as  the  gradual  realization  of  so¬ 
cialist  industrialization,  so  that  the  contradictions 
between  socialism  and  capitalism  in  the  means  of  produc¬ 
tion  can  be  resolyed. 

In  the  realm  of  sbclaliat  transformation  of  individua¬ 
list  agriculture,  Comrade  Mao  Tse-tung  has  criticized  the 
view  that  without  mechanization  of  agriculture,  agricul¬ 
ture  cannot  be  oooperativlzedo  In  accordance  with  the 
concrete  conditions  of  revolutionary  development  in  China, 
there  must  be  cooperativlzatlon  before  mechanization  can 
be  implemented. 

Thus,  the  social  reform  and  technological  reform  of 
agriculture  are  separated  into  two  steps.  First,  there 
is  social  reform  as  the  main  thing,  coupled  with  tech¬ 
nological  reform  as  subsidiary,  and  later  on,  both  steps 
can  be  taken  simultaneously.  In  this  way,  while  the 
pace  of  agrlculttiral  cooperatlvization  is  greatly  enhanced, 
it  can  also  pave  the  way  for  the  mechanization  and  electri¬ 
fication  of  agriculture. 

In  the  realm  of  the  socialist  transformation  of  private 
capitalist  industry  and  commerce,  Comrade  Mao  Tse-tung 
has  also  criticized  various  erroneous  ideologies  of  the 
"left”  and  right,  and  according  to  the  concrete  conditions 
in  China,  adopted  diverse  forms  of  state  capitalism  to 
systematically  transform  private  capitalist  economy  into 
socialist  econcmvo 

In  short,  owing  to  the  wise  leadership  of  the  Central 
Committee  of  the  party  and  Comrade  Mao  Tse-tung,  we  have 
been  able,  in  the  space  of  seven  years  from  1949  to  1956, 
to  score  a  great  victory  of  socialist  revolution  on  the 
economic  front,  in  a  great  country  with  a  population  of 
600  million.

Nevertheless,  Comrade  Mao  Tsertung  points  out,  clearly :  , 
"although  socialist  transformation,  from  the  standpoint  of 
ownership  system*  has  been  basically  completed,  yet  there 
are  still  remnants  of  the  landlords  and  cpmpradores  who 
have  been  overthrown,  the  bourgeoisie  remain  to  exist,  and 
the  petty  bourgeoisie  is  in  the  process  of  transformat ion. 

Class  strug^e  has  not  been  cchcluded*^^  are  still 

protracted,  devious,  and  sometimes  even  violent  class 
struggles  between  the  proletariat  and  the  bourgeoisie, 
between  the  political  strength  of  various  parties,  and  in 
the  concept  and  pattern  between  proletariat  and  bourgeplsle.

This  is  to  say  that  although  the  socialist  transforms-' 
tlon  in  the  ownership  of  means  of  .production  has  been 
basically  accomplished, y  thus  causing  drastic" changes  in  the 
political  and  economic  situation  in  China,  nevertheless, 
the  class  struggle  between  the  proletariat  and  the  bour¬ 
geoisie  has  not  been  ended.  It  is  only  the  shift  pi  the 
struggle  from  the  economic  front  tp  the  political  and. idep-' 
logical  fronts,  and  in  the  majority  of  cases,  the  reflep;-: 
tion  of  the  struggle  as  intenial  contradictions  of  the 
people.  v;'.'.-'  .tv y .  .-.r; 

In  accordance  with  the  new  situation  of  this  class 
struggle,  Comrade  Mao  Tse-tung  has  timely  presented  the 
tasks  of  socialist  revolution  on  the  political  front  and 
ideological  front,  as  well  as  the  policy  for  realizing  these 
revolutionary  tasks, 
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Under  the  guidance  qf  Comrade  Map  Tae-tung's  correct 
policy,  our  party  has  pdppted  the  methods  of  ^eat  oon- 
teMing,  great  blossomihgi  large  character  newspaper,  great 
debate,  presentation  of  facts,  arid  talking  of  reasoria,  etc.

during  a  fixed  period  of  time,  ; Consequently,  the  total 
of  the  net  production  value  of  the  various  material  pro¬ 
duction  departments  (industry*  agrloxilture,  buHding  and. 
construction*  transport  postal  and  telegraph  enterprises,^  : 
and  commerce)  Is  the  national  insome  of. the  entire  Sboletyv 

National  Income  forms  a  portion  of  the  gross  products 
of  society.  In  point  of  real  commodity,  it  is  that  por-  ■ 
t ion  of  newly  created  material  wealth  from  the  gross  pro¬ 
ducts  of  society  after  the  deduction  of  material  waste. 

In  point  of  value,  it  is  that  portion  of  newly  created 
value  from  the  gross  value  Of  products  of  society  after 
the  deduction  of  transferred  value y  .,  ' 

As  national  income  forms  the  newly  created  fruits  of 
productive  laborers  of  the  entire  society  on  a  particular 
material  basis,  it  therefore  reflects  ooncentratedly  the 
function  of  man  in  production,  ‘Thus,  the  greater  the 
endeavor  of  men  is,  thergreater-wlll  be  the  growth  of 
national  income  rate,  :  :  ;  ^  • 

The  various  departments  of  China  I  s  national  economy 
hare  registered  phenomenal  development  during  the  con¬ 
secutive  great  leap  forward  in  1958  and  1959..  The  na¬ 
tional  Income  of  1958  shows  an  Increase  of  62,86  percent 
ovei-  1957*  and  compared  with  1949,  there  Is  an  increase 
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of  3«2  times  during  the  decade*  Such  rapid  growth  in 
natlohal  income  is  not  only  unprecedented  in  Chinese 
history,  but  it  13  also  impossible  for  capitalist  coun¬ 
tries  ^to  catch  up  with* 

Take  the  United  States  6f  America  for  instance,  their 
natlbfaal  income  during  the  1929-1958  period,  calculated 
In  c6m|iarable  prices,  has  Increased  only  lei  times  (quoted 
from  Textbook  on  Polit ic s  and  Econdmlc s »  third,  ©d it ion ^ 
in  Russian,  page  460,  cCinplled  by"  the  ecohoaiiC  research 
institute  of  the  Academy  of  ScishceS  of  USSR); 

That  China^s  natiChki  iiicome  has  registered  such  pheno¬ 
menal  increase  is  due  to  the  fact  that  our  party,  under 
the  banner  of  Mao  Tse-tung's  ideology,  has  led  the  peo¬ 
ple  to  overthrow  the  reactionary  rule  of  Imperialism, 
feudalism,  and  bureaucratic  capitalism  in  China,  estab¬ 
lishing  a  people's  democratic  dictatorship  that  is  led

Socialist  economy  calls  for  the  reflection  iOf  changes 
In  the  development  of  national  incomeA through  diverse  eco¬ 
nomic  Indices.  However,  It  is  only  with  the  general  • 
dices  of  the  |rOss  products  Of  society  and 'national  in¬ 
come  that  we  ohn  reflect  the  changes  In  the  development 
of  the  entire  national  economy  •  in  these  two  general  in*^ 
dices,  the  Indix  Of  national  income  Can  more  accurately- 
and  more  trulyAreflect  the  demands  of  the  general  line  -

First,  the  great  leap  forward  of  national  economy  is  to 
be  found  .principally  In  the  huge  increase  of  newly  crea¬ 
ted  material  wealth.  The  strengthening  of  national  .r  ■ 
economic  s inews ,  the  development  of  socialist  economy ,  and 
the  elevation  of  the  people^s  standard  of- living  are  all 
conditional  by  the  speedy  increase  of  national  income  as 
their;  only  ^source.  'A 'A-^ '  ' 

Consequently,  in  studying  the  development  of  national  ■ 
economy  during  a  particular  period,  it  is  not  only  neces-  ., 
sary  to  study  the  gross  volume  of  Social  products,  but 
what  is  more  Important,  we  should  also  study  the  amount  of 
newly  created  material  wealth  ahd  Its  speed  of  growth. 


it  is  only  by  stlmulatins  end^Vor  and  striving  for 
improvement  that  more  newly  created  wealth  can  be  made 
available,  that  better  economid  result i  ban  be  achieved, 
and  the  amount  of  materials  for  use  ban  become  more 
plentiful.  This  is  a  truism  that  needs  no  elaboration. 

On  the  basis  of  this  principle*  we  can  see  that  the 
national  income  index  has  its  unique  point  compared  to 
the  index  of  gross  produb tb  of  society .  ' 

The  gross  value  of  bob ial  products  is  the  total  of  the 
gross  productibn,  value  Of  all  material  production  depart¬ 
ments,  In  the  gross  production  value  should  be  included 
material  waste  (or  transfer  value ),  Thus ,  is  bound 

to  be  repetitious  accounting  in  the  gross  production  value 
calculated  in  accoj?dance  with  the  "factory  law,"  Espe-, 
dally  when  enterprises  operate  separately  or  are  merged, 
thei*e  will, differences  in  value  when  the  gross  produc¬ 
tion  value';  it ’-shown,  although  their  volume  of  products 
remain  the  same, 

-  For  example,  when  such  processes  as  iron  mining,  iron 
milling,  stepl ^milling,  and  steel  rolling  are  split  up 
into  separate  enterprises,  their  gross  production  will  be 
greater.  Hovjfyer,  in  a  synthetic  enterprise  like  the 
Anshan  Steel '%ill,  the  gross  production  value  will  be 
smaller;  Allgt?  when  cotton  spinning,  weaving,  and  dyeing 
enterprises’ set  up  separately,  their  gross  production 
value  will  be. greater,  but  when  they  are  combined  as  a 
single  unitj'^t-Jiplr  gross  production  value  will  be  smaller. 

Thus,  it  may  not  completely  and  accurately  reflect  the 
conditions  of  development  by  usins  gross  production 
value  to  show  the  speed  and  scope  of  production.  On  the 
contrary,  since  national  income’ is  the  total  of  the  net 
production  value  of  all  material  production  departments, 
it  has  already  deducted  the  material  waste  for  repeti¬ 
tious  calculation.  What  it  shows  represents  the  newly 
created  Value  and  nevxly  created  material  wealth  during  a 
fixed  period  of  time,  and  so  It  can  more  acburately  indi¬ 
cate  the  increase  in  national  economic  strength,  and 
better  demonstrate  the  function  of  stimulating  endeavor 
and  striving  for  improvement. 

Second,  to  create  as  much  material  as  possible  with 
as  little  labor  as  possible  is  a  principle  which  we  must 
observe  at  all  time,  National  Income  not  only  can  re- 
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fleet  the  growth  of  ^ewly  created  material  wealth,  but 
ln_ the;  meantime.  It  Is  possible  to  observe  whether,  or k^  .:, 
not.  the  material  waste  Is  ecpnomlcai  frpm  a  comparative  ,  , 
study  of  gross  social  product Ion, value  and  natlphal  in-  ,  , 
come.

Prom  the  actual  conditions  of  China,  it  will  be  seen  , 
that  there  are  different  trends  in  the  component  depart¬ 
ments  which  use  gross  production  value  and  those  which  use 
net  production  value.  For  example,  calculated  in  gross 
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production  value,  the  ratio  between  Industry  and  asrlcul- 
ture  in  1959  is  67*6  tb  32*4;  but  calculated  In  net  pro¬ 
duction  value,  the  ratio  of  agriculture  is  still  slightly 
greater  than  industry* 

This  is  because  the^  Material,  waste  in  industrial  de¬ 
partments  is  greater  tii^,ii  the  Material  waste  In  agricul¬ 
tural  departments  A  simlar  situation  bbt^inS  within  the 
Industry  itself#  For  instance^  the  material  Waste  of 
light  Industry  is  greater  than  that  of  heavy  Industry,  and 
the  material  waste  of  pJ^ocessing  industry  IS  greater  than 
that  of  extracting  industry,  etc  * ,  so  there  will  be  dif -  , 
f erence  in  the  rate  of  growth  ehbWh  by  gross  production

Fourth,  national  incomeVlndex  can  also  Show  the  posl^- 
tlon  and  fiinctioh  of  different  ownership  systems  in  so¬ 
cial  production*  By  social  reproduction  is  meant  not  only 
the  reproduction  of  social  products,  but  it  implies  the 
reproduction  of  production  relations  and  labor  force*

Prom  this  table,  it  will  be  seen  that  we  have  realized 
sucoessfully  our  socialist  revolution  on  the  economic 
front  as  early  as  i956*  A^hen  this  condition  Is  studied 
together  with  the  speed  In  the  growth  of  national  income, 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  colossal  development  of  China  s 
national  economy  has  occurred  following  the  decisive  vic¬ 
tory  of  socialisti  revolution  on  the  economic,  political, 
and  ideologloa’i  front.  The  emergence  of  the  people  s 
oommunallzatlon  In  rural  villages  in  1958  has  further 
pushed  the  great  leap  forward  of  national  economy c 

China's  capitalist  economy  has  been  converted  into  , 
public -private  Joint  operation  comprising  entire  trade 
and  guild,  and  It  will  be  further  transformed  Into  state 
operated  economy*  At  present,  collective  ownership  lo  . 
practiced  In  the  communal  economy,  and  It  must  be  led 
further  toward  the  all-people's  ownership  system*  It  Is 
only  with  the  aid  of  the  indices  of  national  Income  that 
these  changes  can  be  shown  accurately. 

Moreover,  the  centrally  operated  state  economy  and 
locally  operated  state  economy  constitute  also  a  pattern 
of  social  composition,  and  similarly, their  position  and 
function  can  only  be  truthfully  reflected  by  the  indices 
of  national  Incomeo 

Fifth,  the  speedy  growth  Of  national  Income  has  been 
made  possible  by  fully , mobilizing  the  positiveness  and 
cree.tlveness  of  the  people  of  the  nation.  In  short,  it 

entails  the  increase  ofvthe  volume' of  labor  and  the  en- 
1  . 
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hancement  of  sooial  labor  productivity ,  Although; China 
is  a  populous  country 9  nevertheless 9  since  the  great  leap 
forward  of  1953 »  thQre  has  beeh  no  longer  a  surplus  of 
labor  force,  but  an  insufficiency  has  been  experienced. 

In  the  newly  augmented  national  income,  the  ratio  of 
increase  made  possible  by  raiding  labor  productivity  has 
also  been  very  gbeat.  The  potentiality  for  hiking  labor 
productivity  is  Unlimited,  and  hereafter,  this  task  is 
bound  to  become  more  and  more  important. 

Following  the  extensive  unfolding  of  the  mass  movement 
which  is  guided'  by  revolutionary  Ideology,  and  has  for 
its  focal  point  the  improvement  of  technology,  the  social 
Islbor  productivity  will  be  enhanced  incessantly .  There 
will  be  even  greater  leap  forward  in  the  increase  of 
national  income.  So,  when  we  say  that  our  national  in¬ 
come  has  grown  rapidly,  it  is  tantamount  to  saying  that 
the  overwhelming  zest  of  human  endeavor  has  been  fully 
demonstrated. 

Finally,  we  must  point  out  that  by  stressing  the  signi¬ 
ficance  and  function  of  net  production  value,  we  do  not 
mean  to  depreciate  the  significance  and  function  of  gross 
production  value.  In  point  of  fact,  each  economic  index 
has  its  own  unique  f vine t ion.  The  index  of  gi’oss  produc- 
tion  value  is  geared  to  the  ?  real  coinincdity  volume  or 
social  products,  ' 

In  sooial  production,  there  is  no  product  which  in¬ 
cludes  only  living  labor  and  not  material-converted  labor. 
Consequently,  it  is  only  by  using  the  gross  production 
value  that  we  can  show  the  gross  turnover  of  social  pro¬ 
ducts,  and  it  is  only  through  this  that  the  links  and 
Interchanges  between  the  several  departments  of  national 
economy  can  be  concretely  reflected. 

Moreover,  when  we  calculate  national  income  aocc.rdlng 
to  production  methods,  we  must  also  use  the  gross  produc- 
tioti  value  as  basis^>  The  reason  why  we  s’&ress  the  lunc- 
tlcn  of  net  production  value  is  because,  on  certain  mate¬ 
rial  basis,  it  can  reflect  more  accurately  the  resups 
of  labor  (living  labor)  that  has  been  newly  thrown  into 
the  material  production  departments.  Thus,  it  will  be 
more  accurately  cater  to  the  demands  of  the  general  line 
and  the  human  function  in  production.

(Mao 
Tse-tung:  "Concerning  the  question  of ^norrectly  settling 
internal  contradictions  of  the  people.") 

One  of  the  questions  in  distribution  relations  is  the 
satisfying  of  the  practical  needs  of  society.  With  a 
view  to  correctly  settling  the  internal  contradictions  of 
the  people.  Comrade  Mao  Tse-tung  has  enacted  the  policy 
of  unified  planning  and  paying  equal  regard  to  make  pro¬ 
per  arrangement,  from  the  standpoint  of  the  600  million 
people  of  China. 

He  points  out  especially;  "in  making  plans,  in  doing 
things,  and  in  considering  problems,  we  must  start  from 
the  premise  of  the  600  million  people  of  China.  This 
point  we  must  not  forget."  (Map  Tse-tung;  Concerning 
the  question  of  correctly  settling  the  internal  contra¬ 
dictions  of  the  people.")  This,  then,  is  our  compass  in 
dealing  with  the  relations  of  distribution. 

From  the  standpoint  of  the  entire  national  economy, 
the  correct  settling  of  distribution  relations  entail  not 
only  the  question  of  distribution  of  concrete  products . 
What  is  more  important  is  the  correct  settling  of  the 
question  of  distribution  and  re-distribution  of  national 
income.  It  will  be  possible  for  us  to  basically  resolve 
the  economic  side  of  the  internal  contradictions  of  the 
people  if  we  can  grasp  firmly  this  central  phase  and 
pay  due  regard  to  national  interest,  colxective  interest, 
and  personal  interest. 

National  income  is  produced  by  the  material  production 
departments,  and  it  is  used  by  the  entire  society.  Con-

On  the  basis  of  the  Initial  distribution  of  primary 
income,  the  re-distribution  of  national  income  occurs  in 
the  state,  in  enterprises,  in  oommunes,  and  among  indivi¬ 
dual  resident Sc  It  also  occurs  in  the  complek  and  com-  >  ^ 
plicated  transfers  and  exchanges  in  the  'productive  realm 
dr  non-productive  realm® 

The  re-distribution  of  national  income  la  China  is 
usually  carried  out  through  the  financial  budget  of  the 
state  in  which  the  revenues  of  enterprise  with  all-people  s 
ownership  system  and  communes  with  collective  ownership 
system  are  paid  to  the  state  as  profits  or  taxes  to  beodme 
financial  income  of  the  state.  No  personal  income  tax  is 
collected  in  China,  but  the  state  or  the  local  government 
may  issue  reconstruction  bonds  to  augment  financial  re¬ 
venues. 

The  financial  income  of  the  state  is  used,  either  in 
the  pattern  of  investment  for  capital  construction  (prln- 
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cipally),  Iri  order  to  return  to  production  departments, 
or  as  national  defense  exponditunes,  administrative  ex¬ 
penditures,  cultural  and  educational  funds,  or  social  .  : 

Insurance  funds#  A  large  portion  of  this  Income  is  re¬ 
turned  to  the  inhabitants  directly,  while  expenditures 
for  national  defense  and  go Viernment /administration  are 
fpr  the  purpose  of  strengthphlhg  the  peopl®,  A  democratic 
dictatorship*  \ 

Thus*  it  will  be  seen  that  China *s  naiional  flnsthoe  is 
Obtaihed  from  the  people  and  used  for  tbf  People.  This 
is  jUst  as  what  Lenin  saysj  under  soclstll Sin*  ''surplus 
products  do  not  belong  to  the  private  owners,  but  they  ^ 
belong  to  the  entire  laborers,  and  to  them  only,”  (Lenin  s 
review  "On  Bukharinas  ’^The  economy  of  the  period  of  tran>^  , 
sltlon,'"  Jan-min  Ch*u-pan  She,  page  42)  Consequently, 

the  national  interest,  collective  interest,  and  personal 

interest  are  basically  unified^ 

Another  pattern  of  the  re-distribution  of  national 
Income  is  the  non-productive  service  payment  of  indivi¬ 
duals  or  the  oolleotiv&s  This  is  also  the  labor  exchange 
between  the  productive  realm  and  non“productli''e  realm# 

After  re-dlstributlon,  national  income  becomes  the  final 
income  of  the  state,  collectives,  individuals,  as  well  as 
the  productive  and  non-productive  realms# 

in  a  socialist  society,  the  dlstributloh  among  indi¬ 
viduals  is  based  on  the  principle  of  doing  what  one  can, 
and  distribution  in  accordance  with  labor.  This  M  due 
largely  to  the  restriction  of  the  level  of  productivity  in 
a  society  where  social  production  is  not  yet  too  abundant. 
In  the  meantime,  it  is  also  due  to  the  fact  that  the  flaws 
of  the  capitalist  society  are  still  retained  in  the  so¬ 
cialist  society,  and  the  Ideology  and  awareness  of  the 
people  have  not  yet  attained  a  high  level  of  communist 
society. 

However,  since  our  object  and  ideal  is  to  transcend 
toward  communism, our  system  of  distribution  must  also  be 
brought  from  the  basis  of  doing  what  one  can  and  distri¬ 
bution  in  accordance  with  labor  to  the  one  of  doing  what 
one  can  and  distribution  in  accordance  with  needs.

ooilectlve  Interest,  and  individual,  Interest# 


The  basic  purpose  of  socialist  production  Is  to  in¬ 
cessantly  raise  the  standard  of  living  of  the  people# 

In  the  preamble  of  the  constitution  of  the  Chinese  Com¬ 
munist  Party,  It  is  stated  that  the  basic  pur:^ose  of 
all  work  of  the  party  is  to  satisfy  the  people  s  needs 
in  material  life  and  cultural; life  to  the  largest  extent, 
and  consequently 9  on  the  basis  of  develpping  producoion, 
we  must  gradually  and  incessantly  improve  the  living 
conditions  of  the  people.  This  is  also  the  prerequisite 
in  enhancing  the  productive  positiveness  of  the  people# 


Thus,  to  use  national  income  for  consumption  is  to 
take  Into  consideration  the  600  million  population,  and 
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is  for  the  Interest  of  the  people;  and  similarly  to  use 
national  Income  for  accui^ulatlon  is  also  to  take  into 
consideration  the  600  million  population^  and  is  for  the 
interest  of  the  peoples  What  is  different  is  that  while 
consumption  Indicates  the  cUrnent  Interest  accumulation 
is  for  permanent  interest. 

The  basic  charactei:*i8t;Lb  bf :  the  law  of  accumulation 
under  socialism  is  that®  |fh  the  basis  of  cohtlnuous  and 
speedy  expansion  of  socialist  reproduction  accumulation 
helps  to  gradually  and  contlnoualy  raise  the  people  s 
standard  of  livings  so  that  productive  reconstruction  and 
the  people *s  livelihood  can  advance,  together.  It  runs 
entirely  counter  to'  the  law  of  capital  accumiilation  in  a 
socialist  society  where  the  surplus  value  is  capitalized, 
exploitation  becoiii©^  more  acute j  and  the  poverty  of  the 
proletariat  is  aggravated. 

Take  the  actual  conditions  In  China  for  example.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  Firsi  Five-Xear  planning  period,  national  Income 
has  increased  53  percent,  accumulation  fund  Increased  97 
percent,  and consumption  fund  increased  38  percent.  In 
the  new  increment  of  national  income »  about  60  percent 
has  been  used  for  consumption. 

During  195S,  national  ihcome  registered  an  increase 
of  34  percent  over  1957,  accumulation  fund  lncreased^97 
percent,  and  the  level  of  Consumption,  according  to  the 
per  capita  average.  Increased  7.8  percent,  in  which  the 
consumption  level  of  peasants  increased  more  than  10  per¬ 
cent,  ■ 


During  1959, 'national  income  increased  21,6  percent, 
the  average  wage  of  staff  and  workers  (not  including  new 
ones)  increased  about  five  percent,  the  labor  Insurance 
ftind,  medical  expenses,  and  collective  welfare  funds 
increased  16  percent  strong  and  the  average  Income  of  _ 
members  of  people's  communes  in  rural  villages  increased 
about  10  percent. 


From  the  above  figures,  it  will  be  seen  that  "the 
Increase  of  accumulation  fund  in  China  is  greater  than 
the  Increase  of  consumption  fund.  Especially  in  19jo 
and  1959  great  leap  forward,  the  scope  of  Increase  in 
the  accumulation  fund  is  even  more  substantial. 
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Howevet^,  In  the  meantime,  the  llvlhg  levelj  of  tl^e  peo-,

and  aggression,  iNo  matter  how  beautiful  la  American  Imperi¬ 
alists'  song  of  peace,  the  Objective  they  pursue  has  never 
been  peace.  The  Christian  Science  Monitor,"  In  an  editorial 
ort  27  January  I960,  aald  very  plainly:  "Peace  la  not  a 
policy,  but  a  condition  for  executing  a  policy.  Peace 
probably  Is  a  very  much  desired  condition  for  attaining 
the  objectives  of  the  state,"  The  Imperialists  always 
have  two  sets  of  policies — one  Is  w:ar-llke  and  the  other 
"peaceful,"' 

They  have  two  faces;  one  Is  that  of  a  butcher  and  the 
other,  that  of  an  angel.  They  will  adopt  one  policy  or 
the  other,  depending  upon  which  policy  or  gesture  Is  most 
advantageous  at  the  time.

afraid  that  disarmament  may  affect  America  s  econ^l 
prosperity  react  "enthusiastically  to  any  word  fro 
official  quarters  about  the  revival  o*  cold  war. 

Secondly ,  the'  ruling  bloc  in  the  U. S *  iS  ®i®®  *

One 
of  the  derious  dangers  ahead  is  that  people  may  subcons¬ 
ciously  do  sotff^'  Whenever  Herter  and  men  like  him  talk 
abbut  America* I  "peaceful  intentions"  they  cannot  help 
from  agitating; arms  expansion  and  war  preparations,  tlius 
betraying  their  true  intentions. 


By  the  same  token i  whenever  the  U.S,,  for  the  sake  o? 
wlhnlng  the  frlehdship  of  national  states  in  Asia  and  ' 
Africa,  reiterates  its  respect  and  support  of  other  peo-  . 
pie's  freedom  and  Independence,  she  is  abtlially  more  afraid 
of  the  rise  of  national  Independonce  movements  than^any 
other  country.  The  American  "Kuo-mln  Chien'-wel  pao 
[National  Herald ]  said  in  an  article  on,  11 ^  January  i960 ; 

"The  events  in  Africa  have  put  the  U,S,  in  a  dilemma.  The 
policy  of  the  State  Department  has  always  recognized  colonial 
people's  rights  to  freedom,  but  the  State  Department  also 
holds  that,  ^1  ike  what  former  Secretai’y  of  State  Dean  Acheson 
had  said,  these  people  cannot  have  freedom  until  they  show 
that  they  '4‘^'serve*  freedom  and  'are  well  prepared  to 
enjoy  freedbm* 


As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  U.S,  has  never  considered  ^ 
any  colonial ijipeople  .'deserving'  freedom  or  well  prepared 
to'  enjoy  freedom  before  they  have  wrested  freedom  from  the 
.hands  of  the  ; Imperial 1st.  Even  when  freedom  is  won,  the 
U,S,  refuses  to  recognize  or  oppose  such  freedom  if  it  is 
colored  by  socialism  or  neutralism,"  America  s  so-called 
"predicament"  actually  arises  from  her  lip  service  to 
national  independence  and  her  obstruction  to  national  in¬ 
dependence,  The  foregoing  represents  a  terse  description 
of  America's  two-faced  strategy. 


Sinking  Deeper  Into  Dilemma 


As  the  late  U.S.  president  Abraham  Lincoln  said;  "You 
may  fobl  all  the  people  some  of  the  tim®J  you  can  even 
fool  some  of  the  people  all  the. time;  but  you  can  t  fool 
all  of  the  people  all  the  time,"  Although  America  s 
double-faced  pretensions  have  been  pierced  by  more  and  more 
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people  of  the  world,  they  may  still  fool  some  people  but 
not  for  Ions*  America wishful  thinking  of  using  this 
kind  of  tactics  to  pareilyze  the  people  of  the  world  is 
bound  to  be  shattered. 


Since  the  has  not  changed  or  abandoned  it s^ policy 

of  war  and  aggression  except  for  playing  some ^tricks  about 
peace,  the  U.S,  policy  cannot  get  out  of  the  blind  alley 
or  "dark  woods."  Pacts  have  shown  ahd  will  continue  to 
show  that  her  double-faced  strategy  will  not  put  her  in  a 
better  diplomatic  poslton  but,  on  the  contrary,  makes  her 
sink  deeper  into  dilemma. 


The  development  of  world  situation  is  favorable  to  the 
force  of  socialism,  national  revolution,  peace  and  demo¬ 
cracy  and  unfavorable  to  imperialism  and  chauvinism*  No 
matter  what  strategy  the  U.S.  imperialists  may  adopts-- 
peaceful  or  warlike,  or  both— they  can  neither  the 

world  situation  characterized  by  the  prevalence  of  the 
East  wind  over  the  West  wind,  nor  save  the  imperialist  camp 
from  its  fate  of  degeneration. 


Due  to  the  enhanced  strength  of  socialism  and  peace 
and  the  persistent  stru^le  of  the  people  of  the  world, 
a  tendency  of  relaxation  has  already  appeared  on  the 
international  scene.  If  we  of  the  socialist  camp  inces¬ 
santly  increase  our  strength,  incessantly  consolidate  our 
unity  with  people  throughout  the  world,  thoroughly  expose 
and  crush  the  crafty  schemes  of  the  imperialists ^ and 
launch  resolute  struggle  with  them,  then  America  s  war 
policy  and  aggressive  policy  will  definitely  meet  with 
even  more  serious  setbacks  and  our  efforts  at  maintaining 
world  peace  and  building  socialism  will  win  an  even  greater 
victory.
